T h e y did not <«uniidrr, tkat 
civil reftraints were neceitary ; or th it tlicfe 
reftraints ought to be wore or lefs rigid as 
mankind approached to civilization, or to a 
ft ate of barbarifm. 
Dcilitute therefore o f 
any rational ideas of reform, or of * h a t de-. 
grees of liberty are compatible with the 
happinefs of diilercnt nations, th iy advert- 
ed to the original o f man ; ; nd in tracing 
indhidual rights, they inuM-ined to have 
found one para ok unt to all civil fubrn! ¡na­ 
tion. 
T his they htlitvcd to ci-*i.fjO in a de­ 
claration of hoihli ty againil tveiy tilafcliih- 
ed fyftem, either in cliuich or f 1 ate. 
Their 
refearches convinced r|i<*m,that ill tl’.e^h^iv 
cal and moral evils we txptlienee aii!r Jroni 
lociery and civilization ; and that true hap­ 
pinefs was alone w 1 e found in the prime­ 
val 
flate— even the cultivation o f know­ 
ledge, 
in their view, only, increatVd the 
wretchednefs o f our conditioi.— while na­ 
tions of favages and barbarian':, sniong their 
woods and befule their rivers, t.\pericnc;ed 
plea lures unknown to more refined life.— 
Such fentiments as thefe, which promiled 
the return o f the golden ages, fire firm the 
g ra fp o f tyrants, and the inanacleswuf the 
Priefthood, arieiled the attention o f the 
people, and led them to contrive a fyflem of 
rights a* feparately attached to the nieruich 
and to the peafant. 
This iijvefigatior end­ 
ed in a convi&ion, that all Government wa* 
arbitrary— .that all religion wag irrpoflure, 
and that no fuch thing at morality cx ilk tf 
in the Conflitution oi natur<«—all were the 
engines of Kings and Frieds to augnunt, 
and to perpetuate their tlrpiinion.

fvftrm o f rights, fpun fi< m tl e hrain of fj r- 
dilative pl ilofrpht 1 s,furh is VoJtaiV^, Iilel- 
vf-rius, and a t lm f a i . d others u f fmilar 
(lamp, wa«, ] ubliihed in all the vehicles of 
intelligence— they (non hi came more facred 
t ^ p prayer-hocks. and each cit^en wss me- 
flfrtiorphoftd into a politician. I h r f e right 
allowed a pr< mileuc us interci rn'e with tie 
fexet— authorial d the mrrdei ing our denrcii 
friends, when nec«iT:.ry to oui irtereft or 
convtn ienct— and fri ¿\ioned ti e abolition 
of all religious and c m l reftraints. 
Socie^' 
ties of men united to promulgate them a* 
mong the populace— ^nd to e x tm d the ei- 
fe£\s of thefe political herefies to the thrones 
of Princes. On this ground refts the French 
revolutirfj, and all the horrors it has i n f i l l ­ 
ed. 
T h e revolutionifls of that nation havfc 


11 ri«ftly adhered to thefe principles : 
They 
abolii! ed the fahbath hy a public decree— 
mail’ rred the minifters of the altar— and efta- 
hSiilied A theism , or tl e do£\rine of reafon, 
as the only creed of Frenchmen. 
W hen 
therefor* we refit 
on the origin tnd nature 
of fuch do&rincs, anJ on their prevalency 
among men, we are the lefs ailoniflied at 
the excentricities andtxeeifes of the prefent 
age. 


T\ ius gradually a diforder has been gene­ 
rated in the human mind, not lefs contagi­ 
ous and fatal than the plagues of Egypt.*— 
Pei haps no nation is 
exempted 
from its 
dreadful ravages. 
It any Country can boaft 
of political happinefs, 
of the moil perfc£t 
freedom among the people, and of a great 
degree of exemption from burdens, it is 
that of America ; yet Orange as it may ap­ 
pear, this fatal diforder is prevalent among 
us— is propagated and embitter'd by all the' 
empyiics of political icience. 
The leadeis 
and fomenter:; of this revolut’onary dance, 
poffels weapons of a very deadly Mature.— 
T h e y flatter the paifions and prejudices of 
the people at the expence of found judgment.^ 
They inculcate a belief, that the people are 
c:e< iinin^ to a itate o f ilavery— that our ru­ 
lers are ambitious of monarchy— and that a 
filbjeilion to England is.in contemplation. 
However abfurd thfle lentiments, yet they 
aie believed. 
O f whom are thefe remarks 
rrarh* ?

fociery and civilization ; and that true ban- 
pinels was alone u I e found in the prlEre-

Hate— even the cultivation c f know­ 
ledge, 
in their view, only, illtreated the 
wretchednefs o f our conditiot — while na­ 
tions of fa v a g r i and barbarians, among their 
woods and brfide their rivers, experienced 
pleafures unknown to more refined life__ 
Such fentiments as th<fe, which pronged 
the return o f the golden ages, free fre ii i the 
g rafpo f tyrants, and the manacles* -of the 
Priefthood, arirfted the attention o f the 
people, and led them to eontiive a fyflrm c f 
righti as feparately attached to the m o r m h 
and to the peafant. 
This invrf igation end- 
ed in a Conviftion, that all C o v e n merit was 
arbitrary— that all religion waa inpcflure, 
and that no fuch thing as morality cxiflccf 
in the Conflitiiticn of natun — all were the 
engines of Kings and Prirrts to augment, 
and to perpetuate their dominion.

intelligence— t hry loon btcarre mere facrcd 
t-^ap prayer-htc kr. and *a(h cit itp wgs me- 
Hrtvorphofcd into a politician.

mnft* rred the minirtersof the altar— and efta- 
bliflied Atheism , or t l e d o f t r i n e o f reafon, 
as the only creed of Frenchmen.

therefore we reflect on the origin Mid nature 
of fuch doftrincs, and en their prevalency 
among men, we are the left aflonifhed at 
the excentricities andcxcefiVs of the prefent 
age.

T hey inculcate a belief, that the fSeople are 
declining to a date o f flavery— that our ru­ 
lers are ambitious ot monarchy— and t h a ts 
fObjeftion to England ii.in contemplation. 
However abfurd the Ie fentiments, yet they I 
aie believed.

Prefident Adams 
attem pte d to 
conne<il religion and politics ? 
O r in what 
¡inproper fenfe do thofe in favor o f his c o n ­ 
tinuance in office fuggeO, th ey ou g h t to be 
connei\ed ?— f jie union o f religion and po­ 
lities denotes in fome cafcs, the eftabliih- 
men t of relij^'ion by law ; fo that a perfon 
incnres a penalty b y not believing certain 
dodlrines, *r o b fe r rin g ccrtain inilitutions, 
and thus is under a legal neceifuy o f pr ofef 
Ping and praiftifing t h e m . — T h i s , it is a d ­ 
mitted, 
would be tyrannical ; for no one 
can be coHipelled to believe : 
and that 
which is impofiiblc in nature, religion does 
not auti orize, and it would be the height 
o f delpotiTm to require.— But fuch an union 
o f politics and religion Vrtixhtwi Adams has 
never attempted. Politics and R r lig io n may 
be faid to be connected, when men o f vir tu e 
and religion furtain public offices ; and this 
is the only union at which Prefident Adams 
has aimed.— H e has declared, that 
a de­ 
cen t refpe il for the G ofp el, fhall be with 
him, n recom men dation o f perfons to public 
office 
not th at he m igh t create a party, 
who wonid aiiiil him in eftabliihing religion 
by law ; but fimply from a convidlion, th at 
under tbe influence o f i refpeft for religion, 
perfons will be moré wife and faithful in the 
dlfcharge o f civil obliga tions, than if th e y 
dtfpifed r e l i g i o n .— 


I t m a y be ob jefted, that in a free G o v e r n - 
nrient public oiTices o u g n t to be open to all, 
and to regard religious principles as a .mo­ 
tive for appointing perfons to office, is vto 
exer cife ty r a n n y — But in a R ep u b lic no one 
has any claim to office.— In not b eiu g e l e A - 
ed, or appointed, he cannot j u ñ l y complain, 
for, on this principle nine tenths o f fo ciety 
have reafon to com plain — Furt her , when 
it is faid, that in a free G o v e r n m e n t public 
offices o u g h t to be open all, it can not be 
meant, that no qualifications in the candi­ 
date 
ou g h t tq|,be confidered : and i f the 
people, or thofe authorized b y them to ap­ 
point officers, think a dec en t rcfpe£i for the 
go fpel an im portant qualification, no cen- 
lure can be pa (led, unlefs the principle in 
itieli be w rong . 
Rut it m ay be faid, that 
with out regard to the gofpel, and merely from 
f e l f in\erel\, a perfon may c o n d u f t the a f­ 
fairs ol foc iety with as much int egrity and 
pro^iriety, as th ou gh he were a friend to the 
Golpe l ;— but this implies, i f the Gofpel be 
t!ie true religion, that virtu e and vice m a y 
may have the fame pradlical influence ; and 
is, th ere fo re , abfitrd.
